1 . The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 01/25/2005. 

The submission is in compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 1 .97. Accordingly, the 
examiner has considered the information disclosure statement. 

2. Claims 1-3,7-1 1 .33-37 and 46-52 have been allowed in previous office action 
dated on 12/30/2004. 

3. New claims 64-77 have been added to further claim invention III and I. No new 
matter has been added. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims .1 -3,7-1 1 ,33-37 and 46-52 are allowed. 

4. With regard to claims 1 and 33,the prior art of the record des not teach or 
suggest a supporting structure for a liquid treatment system, comprising: a housing 
configured to be mounted at the end of a faucet a hydro-generator disposed within the 
housing and configured to be rotated by the flow of liquid to generate power for the 
ultraviolet light source, including inter alia ,a nozzle and only one manifold disposed in 
the housing the manifold comprising a first passageway configured to channel the flow 
of liquid to the filter, a second passageway configured to channel the flow of liquid from 
the filter to the ultraviolet light source and a nozzle keeper configured to engage the 
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nozzle, the nozzle configured to channel the flow of liquid from the ultraviolet light 
source to the hydro-generators as an extruded stream of liquid to induce rotation . 
5. With regard to claims 64 and 73,the prior art of the record des not teach or 
suggest a supporting structure for a liquid treatment system, comprising: a housing 
configured to be mounted at the end of a faucet a hydro-generator disposed within the 
housing and configured to be rotated by the flow of liquid to generate power for the 
ultraviolet light source, including inter alia , a nozzle keeper to engage a nozzle 
mounted on the manifold, the nozzle configured to receive the flow of liquid that has 
been filtered and spray the flow of liquid as an extruded stream of liquid; and a hydro- 
generator configured to rotate in response to contact with the extruded stream of liquid 
to generate electric power.
